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EXECUTIVE  SUMMARY 


This  report  provides  a compilation  of  Alberta-specific  alcohol  and  drug  consumption  and 
abuse  indicators  presented  by  Regional  Health  Authority  (RHA)  and  AAD  AC  service  area 
boundaries.  Although  definitive  comparisons  and  conclusions  between  RHAs  and  AADAC 
service  areas  across  report  indicators  are  not  possible,  the  report  shows  a consistent  pattern  of 
higher  alcohol  and  drug  consumption  and  related  problems  in  Northern  Alberta.  It  should  be 
noted  that  much  of  this  statistical  pattern  is  accounted  for  by  crime-related  report  indicators. 

The  report  is  an  update  of  earlier  reports  produced  in  1987,  1990,  and  1992  which  were 
previously  known  as  the  AADAC  Social  and  Health  Indicators  Profile  (SHIP)  report.  The 
purpose  of  the  report  is  to  gather  information  in  a ready-to-use  format  as  an  internal  planning 
tool  for  AADAC  staff  and  as  a public  information  source.  The  content  of  the  report  has 
evolved  over  time  with  new  indicators  being  added  as  available. 

While  previous  report  editions  presented  data  for  AADAC  service  delivery  areas  only,  this 
report  includes  a second  major  section  that  presents  all  of  the  indicators  (where  possible)  by 
RHA  boundaries.  The  inclusion  of  data  for  RHAs  is  a reflection  of  the  current  framework  of 
health  and  social  services  program  delivery  by  other  allied  professionals  with  whom  AADAC 
collaborates.

Although  the  delivery  of  services  to  address  problem  gambling  is  an  important  part  of 
AADAC ’s  mandate,  complete  gambling-related  data  was  not  available  to  be  included  in  this 
report.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  include  gambling-related  indicators  in  future  report 
editions. 

All  of  the  data  presented  in  this  report  are  standardized  as  either  per  capita  rates  or 
percentages  and  are  ranked  from  high  to  low  so  that  comparisons  across  RHAs  and  AADAC 
service  areas  are  possible.  Little  interpretation  of  the  rankings  across  RHAs  or  AADAC 
service  areas  on  a given  indicator  is  offered  in  this  report.  This  is  because  there  is  a strong 
need  for  local  context  and  interpretation  to  be  offered  for  proper  analysis. 
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INTRODUCTION 


Background 

This  report  provides  a compilation  of  data  from  secondary  sources  on  a range  of  selected 
indicators  that  profile  alcohol  and  drug  consumption  and  abuse  in  Alberta. 

The  report  is  an  update  of  earlier  reports  produced  in  1987,  1990,  and  1992  which  were 
previously  known  as  the  AADAC  Social  and  Health  Indicators  Profile  (SHIP).  The  purpose 
of  the  report  is  to  gather  information  in  a ready-to-use  format  as  an  internal  planning  tool  for 
AADAC  staff  and  as  a public  information  source.  The  content  of  the  report  has  evolved  over 
time  with  new  indicators  being  added  as  they  become  available.  New  indicators  presented  in 
the  current  edition  include:  density  of  retail  liquor  outlets,  tobacco-related  diseases,  and 
aboriginal  population  information. 

While  previous  report  editions  presented  data  for  AADAC  service  delivery  areas  only,  this 
report  includes  a second  major  section  that  presents  all  of  the  indicators  (where  possible)  by 
Regional  Health  Authority  (RHA)  boundaries.  The  inclusion  of  data  for  RHAs  is  a reflection 
of  the  current  framework  of  health  and  social  services  program  delivery  by  other  allied 
professionals  with  whom  AADAC  collaborates. 

Content 

The  indicators  profiled  in  this  report  include:

• Admissions  to  AADAC  and  Funded  Agency  Facilities 

• Selected  Alberta  Population  Demographics 

Format 

All  of  the  data  included  in  this  report  are  presented  as  either  rates  or  percentages  in  tabular 
form.  Rates  have  been  standardized  to  the  most  appropriate  age  grouping  depending  on  the 
indicator  and  are  presented  in  two  separate  sections  by  RHAs  and  AADAC  service  areas. 

A provincial  rate  or  percentage  has  also  been  calculated  for  each  table  and  is  not  an  average  of 
the  other  rates  or  percentages,  but  is  calculated  by  dividing  the  total  occurrences  of  the 
selected  indicator  by  the  total  age  group  used  in  the  table.  As  a result,  the  provincial  rate  may 
vary  substantially  from  individual  RHA  and  AADAC  service  area  rates. 

For  the  17  RHAs,  calculated  rates  and  percentages  for  the  various  indicators  have  been 
ranked  from  highest  to  lowest  for  comparison  purposes.  A rank  of  1 indicates  that  a rate  or 
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percentage  calculated  for  a RHA  was  the  highest  among  all  RHAs,  while  a rank  of  17 
indicates  the  lowest  calculated  rate  or  percentage.  Where  necessary,  rankings  have  been 
adjusted  to  accommodate  RHAs  tied  with  the  same  rate  or  percentage,  thus  maintaining  a 
uniform  range  of  1-17.  The  same  information  applies  to  AADAC  service  area  rate  or 
percentage  rankings  except  that  there  are  26  AADAC  service  areas.  The  author  has 
aggregated  RHA’s  into  broader  groupings  similar  to  AADAC  Service  Divisions  for 
discussion  purposes.  Therefore,  RHA’s  13-17  are  referred  to  as  northern,  RHA’s  6-12  as 
central  and  RHA’s  1-5  as  southern. 

Limitations 

The  tables  in  this  report  were  produced  from  unrelated  secondary  data  sources  that  are 
administrative  in  nature  and  not  research  oriented.  The  data  systems  were  established  for 
differing  purposes  and  with  different  systems  and  personnel.  In  addition,  some  tables  cover 
different  time  periods  and  refer  to  different  age  groups.  As  a result,  the  reader  is  advised  to 
consider  each  table  separately. 

Little  interpretation  of  the  rankings  between  RHAs  and  AADAC  service  areas  on  a given 
indicator  is  offered  in  this  report.  This  is  because  many  local  variables  interact  within  any 
RHA  or  AADAC  service  area  to  affect  the  rate  or  percentage  shown.  As  a result,  there  is  a 
need  for  local  context  and  interpretation  to  be  offered  for  proper  analysis.  For  example, 
different  areas  vary  considerably  in  their  demographic  and  economic  characteristics. 
Communities  also  differ  in  many  other  ways,  for  instance,  in  communities  where  impaired 
driving  is  a priority,  more  police  manpower  and  resources  might  be  targeted  there,  ultimately 
affecting  the  RHA’s  or  AADAC  service  area’s  impaired  driving  rate.  Other  important 
limitations  are  listed  with  each  table  and  should  be  kept  in  mind  when  interpreting  the 
information. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  provincial  rate  calculated  on  the  same  indicator  for  RHAs  and 
AADAC  service  areas  does  not  match.  This  is  because  the  population  figures  for  RHAs  are 
projections  and  for  the  AADAC  service  areas  estimates  were  used.  The  two  sets  of 
population  figures  were  calculated  at  different  time  points  by  Alberta  Treasury,  Statistics. 

Missing  Information 

Although  the  delivery  of  services  to  address  problem  gambling  is  an  important  part  of 
AADAC’ s mandate,  complete  gambling-related  data  was  not  available  to  be  included  in  this 
report.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  include  gambling-related  indicators  in  future  report 
editions. 

Substance-abuse  related  deaths  and  admissions  to  AADAC  and  Funded  Agencies  facilities, 
are  presented  for  AADAC  service  areas  only  and  not  for  RHAs.  This  is  because  the  raw  data 
was  not  in  a form  suitable  for  aggregation  into  RHA  catchments.  Future  editions  of  this 
report  will  attempt  to  rectify  this  shortcoming.

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I.  REGIONAL  HEALTH  AUTHORITY 

ALCOHOL  AND  DRUG-RELATED  INDICATORS 
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B.  HIGHLIGHTS 


♦ Per  capita  alcohol  sales  varied  substantially  throughout  the  province  with  the  David 
Thompson  RHA  showing  the  highest  sales  and  the  Palliser  Health  authority  the  lowest. 

♦ Regarding  1995  liquor  store  density,  the  Headwaters  Health  Authority  had  the  highest 
concentration  and  the  Capital  Health  Authority  the  lowest  concentration  of  liquor  stores 
by  population.  The  density  of  retail  liquor  stores  doubled  in  Alberta  after  complete 
privatization. 

♦ The  separation  rate  for  alcohol-related  diagnosis  admissions  to  hospital  was  highest  for  the 
Keeweetinok  Lakes  RHA,  lowest  for  the  Capital  Health  Authority  and  otherwise 
fluctuated  throughout  the  province. 

♦ The  separation  rate  for  alcohol-related  liver  disease  hospital  admissions  was  highest  for 
the  Keeweetinok  Lakes  RHA,  and  lowest  for  the  Northern  Lights  RHA,  but  in  general 
occurred  uniformly  throughout  the  province. 

♦ The  rate  for  impaired  driving  and  failure  or  refusal  to  provide  a blood  or  breath  sample, 
was  highest  for  the  Northwestern  RHA,  lowest  for  the  Calgary  RHA,  and  fluctuated 
around  the  province. 

♦ The  rate  for  illicit  drug  possession  charges  was  highest  in  the  Northern  Lights  RHA  and 
lowest  in  the  East  Central  RHA  but  generally  was  uniform. 

♦ In  general,  sexual  and  physical  assault  charges  were  more  prevalent  for  the  northern 
(RHAs  13-17)  regional  health  authorities. 

♦ Disturbing  the  peace  and  liquor  act  violation  charges  were  higher  for  the  northern  regional 
health  authorities. 

♦ The  percent  of  injury  and  fatality  causing  motor  vehicle  collisions  involving  drivers  who 
had  consumed  alcohol  or  were  impaired,  was  generally  higher  for  northern  regional  health 
authorities. 

♦ The  rate  of  monitored  triplicate  prescriptions  program  drugs  dispensed,  was  highest  in  the 
Headwaters  RHA  lowest  in  the  Northwestern  RHA  and  fluctuated  throughout  the 
province. 

♦ The  hospital  separation  rate  for  both  tobacco-related  diseases  and  cancers  was  highest  for 
the  Peace  RHA  and  lowest  for  the  Northern  Lights  RHA  but  generally  fluctuated  around 
the  province. 

♦ Considered  individually,  the  Keeweetinok  Lakes  RHA  stood  out  as  being  high  across  all 
report  indicators  and  the  Calgary  RHA  as  being  low  across  most  indicators.  The 
remainder  of  the  RHAs  generally  fluctuated  across  report  indicators.

Notes. 

♦ This  table  represents  the  position  of  each  of  the  17  Regional  Health  Authorities  relative  to 
each  other  for  the  selected  indicators  presented  in  this  report.  These  rankings  correspond 
to  the  “Rank  Order”  as  shown  for  each  of  the  respective  tables.  This  table  enables  the 
reader  to  see  at  a glance,  how  a health  authority  ranked  across  all  report  indicators.  A 
rank  of  1 indicates  a health  authority  was  highest  on  a calculated  rate  or  percentage  of  an 
indicator  and  a rank  of  17  indicates  a health  authority  was  lowest.  Where  necessary, 
rankings  have  been  adjusted  to  accommodate  health  authorities  tied  with  the  same  rate, 
thus  maintaining  a uniform  range  of  1 - 17.  For  example,  if  two  health  authorities  are  tied 
for  the  10th  ranking  placement,  both  are  ranked  as  tenth,  the  1 1th  ranking  is  omitted  and 
the  12th  ranking  position  is  given  to  the  next  highest  health  authority  rate  or  percentage. 

♦ When  interpreting  the  figures  presented  in  this  report  the  reader  should  be  aware  that 
many  local  variables  interact  within  any  health  authority  to  affect  the  indicator  rate  or 
percentage  shown.  For  example,  health  authorities  vary  considerably  in  their  demographic 
and  economic  characteristics.  Communities  also  differ  in  many  other  ways.  For  instance, 
in  communities  where  impaired  driving  is  a priority,  more  police  manpower  and  resources 
might  be  targeted  there,  ultimately  affecting  the  health  authority’s  impaired  driving  rate. 

Highlights: 

♦ Considered  overall,  RFLAs  in  Northern  Alberta  (RHAs  13-17)  were  generally  higher  on 
report  indicators  then  central  (RHAs  6-12)  and  southern  (RHAs  1-5)  RHAs.  This 
suggests  that  substance  consumption  and  related  problems  are  generally  more  prevalent  in 
northern  Alberta.

Notes. 

♦ Table  2 presents  per  capita  dollar  sales  of  alcoholic  beverages  for  1993.  This  is  the  most 
recent  year  for  which  such  information  is  available  when  the  vast  majority  of  retail  liquor 
stores  and  all  warehouse  operations  were  still  ALCB  owned.  Full  privatization  of  retail 
liquor  outlets  was  complete  by  September,  1994. 

♦ Table  3 compares  the  per  capita  density  of  retail  liquor  outlets  for  1992  when  the  vast 
majority  of  outlets  and  all  warehouse  operations  were  ALCB  owned  (partial  privatization) 
to  1995  when  all  retail  liquor  stores  became  privately  owned  (complete  privatization). 

♦ ALCB  warehouse  sales  for  St.  Albert  have  been  excluded  for  the  Capital  Health  Authority 
calculations,  but  included  in  the  provincial  total  calculations.  This  is  because  goods 
purchased  from  the  warehouse  are  distributed  to  many  communities  outside  of  the  Capital 
Health  Authority  boundaries.  Warehouse  sales  were  over  $103  million  in  1993  and 
accounted  for  10%  of  total  provincial  sales.  Free  standing  beer  stores  and  wine  boutique 
sales  are  included  in  warehouse  sales.  As  a result,  the  provincial  rate  for  wine,  beer  and 
total  sales  is  much  higher  than  individual  health  authority  rates. 

Highlights. 

♦ Table  2 demonstrates  that  per  capita  alcohol  sales  vary  substantially  throughout  the 
province  with  the  David  Thompson  RHA  recording  the  highest  sales  and  the  Palliser 
Health  Authority  the  lowest  sales. 

♦ Regarding  1995  liquor  store  density,  the  Headwaters  Health  Authority  had  the  highest 
concentration  and  the  Capital  Health  Authority  the  lowest  concentration  of  liquor  stores 
by  population.  An  additional  column  in  Table  3 presents  the  ratio  of  the  population  15+ 
to  the  number  of  liquor  stores  in  a given  RHA.  For  example,  there  was  a ratio  of  3,647 
Albertans  15  years  and  older  to  every  one  retail  liquor  store  in  the  province  in  May,  1995.

Notes: 

♦ All  diagnoses  are  based  on  the  International  Classification  of  Diseases  (Rev.  9). 

♦ “Alcoholic  Psychosis”  includes:  alcohol  withdrawal  delirium,  alcohol  amnestic  syndrome, 
other  alcoholic  dementia,  alcohol  withdrawal  hallucinations,  idiosyncratic  alcohol 
intoxication,  alcoholic  jealousy  and  other  specified  and  unspecified  alcohol  psychosis. 

♦ “Alcohol  Dependence”  includes:  acute  alcohol  intoxication,  and  other  unspecified  alcohol 
dependence. 

♦ “Alcohol  Abuse”  includes:  drunkenness,  excessive  drinking  of  alcohol,  hangover  and 
inebriety. 

♦ “Toxic  Effects”  include:  effects  of  ethyl,  methyl  and  isopropyl  alcohol;  fusel  oil  and  other 
specified  and  unspecified  alcohol. 

♦ “Other  Alcoholic  Liver  Damage”  includes  Alcoholic  Fatty  Liver  and  Alcoholic  Liver 
Disease  Unspecified. 

♦ These  rates  represent  either  primary  or  secondary  diagnoses  for  persons  admitted  as 
inpatients  to  active  or  psychiatric  care  hospitals  operating  in  the  province.  No  emergency 
or  outpatient  data  have  been  included. 

♦ “Separations”  are  defined  as  the  discharge  or  death  of  an  inpatient.  The  same  patient  may 
be  admitted  and  discharged  with  the  same  diagnosis  more  than  once  within  the  same  year. 

♦ Health  disorders  diagnosed  as  alcohol-related  occur  in  relatively  small  numbers  in  relation 
to  the  total  population,  and  tend  to  be  erratic  geographically  and  over  time. 

Highlights: 

♦ The  separation  rate  for  alcohol-related  diagnosis  admissions  to  hospital  was  highest  for  the 
Keeweetinok  Lakes  RHA,  lowest  for  the  Capital  Health  Authority  and  otherwise 
fluctuated  throughout  the  province. 

♦ The  separation  rate  for  alcohol-related  liver  disease  admissions  to  hospital  was  highest  for 
the  Keeweetinok  Lakes  RHA,  and  lowest  for  the  Northern  Lights  RHA,  but  in  general 
occurred  uniformly  throughout  the  province.

♦ “Liquor  Act  Violations”  include  illegal  production,  possession,  promotion,  or  altering  of 
alcohol;  illegal  conveyance,  or  transport  of  alcohol;  sales  to,  or  possession  by  minors; 
minors  in  licensed  premises;  sale  of  alcohol  to  intoxicated  persons;  sales  after  hours; 
conduct  in  licensed  premises;  and  consumption  in  a public  place.  “Alcohol”  under  the 
Alberta  Liquor  Act  refers  to  all  types  of  alcohols,  --  commercial,  industrial  and  beverage. 

♦ “Other  Illicit  Drug  Possession”  includes  cocaine,  heroin,  restricted  drugs  and  other  drug 
categories. 

♦ Data  are  the  actual  number  of  charges  laid,  as  reported  by  RCMP  and  municipal  police 
forces  to  Statistics  Canada  and  correspond  to  the  Criminal  Code.  These  data  may  reflect 
variations  in  law  enforcement  practices  and  manpower  by  area.  These  limitations  should 
be  noted  when  comparing  RHAs. 

♦ With  the  exception  of  the  impaired  driving  and  illicit  drug  possession  indicators,  it  is  not 
known  whether  and  to  what  extent  alcohol  or  drugs  were  involved  in  other  recorded 
offenses.  The  data  does  not  reflect  the  outcome  of  reported  cases  in  regards  to  their 
disposition  by  the  courts.  They  only  reflect  the  charges  laid. 

Highlights 

♦ The  rate  for  impaired  driving  and  failure  or  refusal  to  provide  a blood  or  breath  sample 
was  highest  for  the  Keeweetinok  Lakes  RHA,  lowest  for  the  Calgary  RHA  and  was 
somewhat  more  prevalent  for  northern  regional  health  authorities. 

♦ The  rate  for  illicit  drug  possession  charges  was  highest  in  the  Northern  Lights  RHA  and 
lowest  in  the  East  Central  RHA,  but  generally  was  uniform. 

♦ In  general,  sexual  and  physical  assault  charges  were  more  prevalent  for  the  northern 
regional  health  authorities. 

♦ Disturbing  the  peace  and  liquor  act  violation  charges  were  higher  for  the  northern  regional 
health  authorities.

♦ Accessibility  to  major  highways,  variations  in  traffic  density  and  driving  patterns  greatly 
affect  driver  exposure  to  risk  of  collision.  For  these  reasons,  comparing  dissimilar  service 
areas  must  be  done  with  caution. 

Highlights. 

♦ The  percent  of  injury  and  fatality  causing  motor  vehicle  collisions  involving  drivers  who 
had  consumed  alcohol  or  were  impaired,  was  generally  higher  for  northern  regional  health 
authorities.

♦ On  April,  1986,  the  Triplicate  Prescription  Program  was  implemented  in  the  province  of 
Alberta,  to  assist  in  the  prevention  of  the  diversion  of  certain  types  of  prescription 
medication  for  street  use. 

♦ The  data  presented  here  reflect  all  prescriptions  dispensed  in  Alberta  for  drugs  being 
monitored  by  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  1995.  The  majority  of 
medications  prescribed  in  the  province  are  not  addressed  by  the  TPP. 

♦ “Opiates”  include  anilerdine,  fentanly,  hydrocodone,  hydromorphone,  levorphanol, 
meperidine,  methadone,  morphine,  normethadone,  oxycodone  and  pentazocine  generic 
class  drugs. 

♦ “Stimulants”  include  methylphenidate  generic  class  drugs. 

♦ “Barbiturates”  include  butalbital  and  butalbital  with  codeine  generic  class  drugs. 

♦ “Other  drugs”  include  anabolic  steroids  and  other  drugs. 

♦ All  generic  classes  of  drugs  were  aggregated  into  the  three  broader  categories  of  “opiate”, 
“stimulant”  and  “barbiturate”  class  drugs  with  the  assistance  of  a College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  Consultant. 

Highlights. 

♦ Overall,  63%  of  the  monitored  prescriptions  dispensed  were  for  opiate  based  drugs,  20% 
for  stimulant  class  drugs,  9%  for  barbiturate  class  drugs,  and  3%  for  other  drugs.  A 
further  6%  of  monitored  prescriptions  had  invalid  or  missing  dispensing  pharmacy  postal 
codes  and  were  included  in  the  “other  drug”  rate  for  the  province  as  a whole. 

♦ The  rate  of  monitored  drug  prescriptions  dispensed,  was  highest  in  the  Headwaters  RHA, 
lowest  in  the  Northwestern  RHA,  and  fluctuated  throughout  the  province.

♦ “Lip,  Oral  Cavity  and  Throat  Cancers”  include  ICD.9.CM  codes  140-149  and  230.0, 
malignant  neoplasm  of  lip,  oral  cavity  and  pharynx. 

♦ “Respiratory  and  Chest  Organ  Cancers”  include  ICD.9.CM  codes  160-165  and  231.0  -

♦ These  rates  represent  either  primary  or  secondary  diagnoses  for  persons  admitted  as 
inpatients  to  active  or  psychiatric  care  hospitals  operating  in  the  province.  The  provincial 
rate  includes  hospital  separations  for  non-residents  of  Alberta  which  accounts  for  4%  of 
total  separations. 

♦ “Separations”  are  defined  as  the  discharge  or  death  of  an  inpatient.  The  same  patient  may 
be  admitted  and  discharged  with  the  same  diagnosis  more  than  once  within  the  same  year. 

♦ Health  disorders  diagnosed  as  tobacco-related  occur  in  relatively  small  numbers  in  relation 
to  the  total  population,  and  tend  to  be  erratic  geographically  and  over  time. 

Highlights: 

♦ The  hospital  separation  rate  for  both  tobacco-related  diseases  and  cancers  was  highest  for 
the  Peace  RHA  and  lowest  for  the  Northern  Lights  RHA,  but  generally  fluctuated 
throughout  the  province.

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B.  HIGHLIGHTS 


♦ Per  capita  alcohol  sales  from  alcohol  outlets  and  warehouses,  retail  beer  stores  and  private 
wine  stores  were  fairly  evenly  distributed  throughout  the  province.  Areas  highest  on  per 
capita  alcohol  sales  were  generally  higher  on  average  reported  household  income. 

♦ The  density  of  retail  liquor  stores  doubled  in  Alberta  after  complete  privatization 

♦ The  rate  for  hospital  separations  for  alcohol-related  liver  diseases  occurred  uniformly 
throughout  the  province. 

♦ The  rate  for  deaths  attributed  to  alcohol-related  chronic  liver  disease  and  cirrhosis  occurred 
uniformly  throughout  the  province. 

♦ Suicide  rates,  which  serve  as  rough  indicators  of  substance  abuse,  were  higher  in  the 
Northern  Division. 

♦ Impaired  driving  charges  occurred  at  a higher  rate  in  the  northern  service  areas. 

♦ The  rate  for  illicit  drug  possession  charges  occurred  uniformly  throughout  the  province. 

♦ The  occurrence  rate  of  sexual  and  physical  assault  charges  were  higher  in  the  northern 
service  areas. 

♦ The  occurrence  rate  of  disturbing  the  peace  and  liquor  act  violation  charges  were  higher  in 
the  northern  service  areas. 

♦ Alcohol-related  injury  and  fatality  traffic  collisions  were  generally  higher  for  northern 
service  areas. 

♦ The  rate  of  drug  prescriptions  filled,  as  monitored  by  the  Triplicate  Prescription  Program, 
fluctuated  around  the  province. 

♦ Admission  rates  to  AADAC  and  Funded  Agency  treatment  facilities  were  distributed 
evenly  throughout  the  province. 

♦ The  hospital  separation  rate  for  tobacco-related  diseases  fluctuated  around  the  province. 

♦ The  hospital  separation  rate  for  tobacco-related  cancers  was  lower,  on  balance,  for 
southern  service  areas. 

♦ Comparing  indicator  rankings  for  the  previous  (1992)  report  and  this  1996  edition 
demonstrates  remarkable  consistency  between  time  periods  for  some  service  areas  and 
major  differences  for  others.

♦ The  data  do  not  reflect  the  outcome  of  reported  cases  in  regards  to  their  disposition  by  the 
courts.  They  only  reflect  the  charges  laid. 

Highlights: 

♦ The  rate  for  impaired  driving  and  failure  or  refusal  to  provide  a blood  or  breath  sample 
was  highest  in  the  Slave  Lake  service  area  and  lowest  in  the  Medicine  Hat  service  area  and 
overall  was  very  high  for  northern  division  service  areas. 

♦ The  rate  for  illicit  drug  possession  charges  was  highest  in  the  Lac  La  Biche  service  area 
and  lowest  in  the  Provost  service  area,  but  generally  occurred  uniformly  throughout  the 
province. 

♦ Sexual  and  physical  assault  charges  were  highest  in  the  Slave  Lake  service  area,  lowest  in 
the  Stettler  service  area,  and  in  general  were  more  prevalent  in  northern  division  service 
areas. 

♦ Disturbing  the  peace  and  liquor  act  violation  charges  were  highest  for  the  Slave  Lake 
service  area,  lowest  for  the  Edmonton  service  area,  and  in  general  higher  for  the  northern 
division  service  areas.
